Nearly all the outlying suburban vil- 
lages have been sacked and déstroyed 
and their inhabitants murdered in the 
most horrible manner. 

Balakhan, the largest of the villages 
and the center of the oil industry, has 
been entirely wiped out. The great oil 
refineries have been fired and a dense 
pall of smoke hangs over the entire 
district. 

Fully 1000 men, women and children 
were butchered by the Tartars, who 
robbed, killed and burned as they went. 

Many of the wounded were picked up 
by the murdérers and thrown on blaz- 
ing piles of wreckage, where, unable 
to help themselves, they roasted. 

Fierce fighting and great slaughter 
occurred at the Balakhan Hospital, 
where a thousand Armenjans and work- 
men gathered. Gen, Shirinkin sent a 
detachment of artillery with three guns 
to the scene and the commander of the 
detachment summoned the crowd to 
surrender. 

The latter replied with volleys of 
stones and some shots, which killed 
one of the gunners. The commander 
of the troops thereupon opened fire. 
The first discharge of three guns mis- 
carried, the shells falling into the sea, 
but the second discharge sent the shells 
cTashing into the hospital, where they 
exploded, killing an immense number 
of men and wrecking the building. 

The maddened crowd charged the 
guns and captured them, after deluging 
the gunners with burning oil. The lat- 
ter fled. Cossacks and infantry rein- 
forcements attempted to recapture the 
abandoned guns, but were driven back. 

Bibiebat is the next worst wrecked 
village, and this morning appears to 
have suffered the fate of Balakhan. Sa- 
bunto, Monami and Nikitin are partial- 
ly wrecked. 

In these villages it is estimated that 
between 500 and 7 people have been 
killed. 

In all of them 
been set on fire. 

Foreign inhabitants have all fled from 
here The Government advised their 
gving and arranged for them to get 
aboard vessels in the harbor. They 
are all safe. 

The trouble here seems to have start- 
ed between the Armenians and Tartars 
over religious differences.

Mrs. Mollie Strobel and her husband, 
John Strobel, of 226 Soueh Broadway, 
are preparing vigorousiy tu contest the 
efforts of relatives of the late William 
J. Baier to divide the latter’s estate, 
which was left. entirely to the 8Stro- 
bels. 

Suit to break the will has been filled 
by 13 relatives of Baier, headed by L. 
H. Weber, an uncle, of 1312 Grattan 
Street. 

Baier died at the Strobel home July 
17. The following day his will was 
admitted to probate. It left all his 
property, valued at $15,000, to John 
Strobel and his wife. 

The will reads: 

“After all my debts, if any I should 
have, including my doctor, nursing and 
funeral expenses, are first paid out of 
my personal and mixed property, I 
will, devise and bequeath all of my 
property, both personal and mixed, to 
John Strobel and Molite Strobel, his 
wife, to be divided in equal parts, for 
the kindness, attention and the interest 
they have taken in me during my last 
illness, and the favors they have done 
for me the last years, forever.”’ 

This clause, the relatives who are 
suing declare, was inserted in the will 
by Baier at the instance of Strobel 
and his wife, who, they allege, exer- 
cised an undue influence over Baler. 
They also say that Baler, during his 
sickness, was not possessed of his full 
mental faculties and was not capable of 
making a will. They also allege that 
was suffering from excessive use 
liquor.

I did not think he would 
leave the entire estate to us, but he 
Saw fit to do so, and now we are not 
going to let his relatives take it away 
from us. 

“IT was not present when he made his 
will, and had never talked with him 
about how much he was going to leave 
me. After he made the will he showed 
it to me, and that was the first knowl- 
edge I had of it. 

‘‘Baler and I were about the same age. 
I got aquainted with him about 12 years 
ago, and for the past six or seven years 
I rented this property where my store 
is and where I live from Baler. 
“About two years ago his wife died.

DEATH REVEALS

Eloped With Dwarf, Became 
Blind and Was Lost to Her 
Family for 30 Years.

FREELAND, Pa., Sept. 8—In the 
death of a blind woman in a cabin near 
here a romance was revealed. For 10 
years she had been known as the “‘blind 
woman,’ and her dwarfed husband as 
“Little Willie Hart.”’ 


The latter was a laborer on her 
father’s (John Kenyon’s) farm, near 
Cortland, nearly thirty years ago. 
There were promising suitors for the 
daughter's hand, but she eloped with the 
dwarf. The family searched for her for 
years and finally gave up, believing her 
dead. 

Hart was physically disabled and 
eventually they became wanderers. 
Through illness, Mrs. Hart lost her eye- 
sight.

Funeral Service for Man Who 
Will Recover—Six New 
Orleans Déaths.

NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 8.—An inci- 
dent showing the determination of Ital- 
ians to oppose the Marine Hospital in 
its fight far the eradication of yellow 
tever here “dévetoped ‘today, when the 
disecvery was made that the relatives 
of an Italian who died of the fever re- 
moved the body in a covered wagon 
and threw it into Lake Pontchartrain. 
Stones were fastened to the man’s head 
and feet and the body hidden beneath 
the water. 

The Italian took the fever in the in- 
fected district and died without medi- 
cal attention. The relatives concealed 
his death and also failed to report his 
case to the health authorities. At night 
the body was carried to Milneburg and 
thrown overboard. No precautions were 
taken to prevent further infection, but 
an anonymous letter received by Coro- 
ner O'Hara furnished the necessary de- 
tails. The police are investigating and 
are on the track of the dead man’s 
companions. 

A negro fever refugee has barely es- 
caped with his life after a terrible ex- 
perience in a detention camp near Pass 
Christian, Miss. He was caught slip- 
ping through the quarantine lines and 
for two days was chained to a tree 
in the woods without protection from 
the sun and rain and at the mercy of 
millions of mosquitoes. 

The Mayor and the health officers, it 
is said, were appealed to in vain by 
the citizens, who protested against the 
outrage. The Marine Hospital interfered 
and secured the negro’s removal to a 


All Asylums Watched. 


Surgeon White has instructed the Ma- 
rine Hospital inspectors to watch the 
asylums, convents and all religious in- 
stitutions for cases of yellow fever. 
This action was predicated on the death 
of a Catholic nun who died of yellow 
fever without her case having been re- 
ported to the health authorities. 

A unique method of filling up the 
swamp lands of New Orleans for the ex- 
termination of mosquitoes has _ been 
proposed by Prof. Metz, a noted South- 
ern chemist. He proposes using the sed- 
iment from the filtration plant, using 
40,000,000 gallons of ee water for 
the purpose instead of allowing the iand 
to remain covered with water. He says 
the swamps can be abolished as soon 
as the plant is operated, in about three 

ears. 
"In New Orleans Thursday there were 
25 new cases and six deaths; total cases 
to date, 2177; total deaths, 304; newly 
infected districts, 9; cases under treat- 
ment, 308; cases discharged, 1566.

in Calabria. The towns of Pizzo, Mon- 
teleone di Calabria and Martirano were 
almost entirely destroyed. At Monte- 
leone di Calabria seven persons were 
killed outright and many were injured 
by the collapse of the prison. The RBis- 
zo district is said to be almost entirély 
destroyed. 

Locally, the shocks lasted 18 seconds. 
The walls of the hospital here col- 
lapsed and some of the patients were 
injured. The inhabitants of this city 
fled panic-stricken from their houses, 

All the houses at Stefaconi have been > 
wrecked by the earthquake. It is 
feared that a hundred people are buried 
in the ruins. : 

The villages of Piscople and Triparni 
have been destroyed. . . 

Grave news continues to arrive from 
Pizzo, Monteleone di Calabria and Mar- 
torano, which have been almost de- 
stroyed by the earthquake. There are 
numerous victims. It was hoped that 
the district of Nicastro had escaped, 
but that also has been seriously af- 
fected. 

At Martirano all the buildings have 
collapsed, including the barracks of the 
gendarmes. Six wounded men have

ly chagrined a large element in Japan 
is over the peace, terms.

Concerning the Tokio rioting the ‘Times 
says in part: “But if the people persist 
in their delusion that the Americans 
have turned against them and that Mr. 
Roosevelt was actuated by a preference 
for Russia, it may in future be as dif- 
ficult or even as impossible for an Amer- 
ican business man to establish himself 
in Japan as it is now for him to estab- 
lish himself in the interior of China. 

“If they misjudge us or misconceive 
Mr. Roosevelt’s sérvice to them, we 
have a right to demand of their govern- 
ment that every instrument of publicity 
be employed, and that every promising 
means be availed of to dispel their delu- 
sions and do us justice. 

“We love and revere our British kins- 
men, but we know that they are pushing 
traders and we have heard that they 
are in alliance with Japan. If the news 
that the Japanese are beginning to treat 
Americans as ‘foreign devils’ is received 
in London Without visible emotion wé 
may conclude that the British trader 
sees how he can turn to good account 
for himself our unpopularity with the 
Japanese. We shall not let that hap- 
pen if we can help it.

President of a large life insurance com- 
pany, in full con.rol of its asseis; its 
income and its investments, and yet he 
did not avail himself ot the manifola 
opportunities which this trusteesnip or 
other people's wealth afforded for get- 
ting rich himself. Well may men won- 
der. Others in like positions have in 
the course of a few years acquirea 
enormous wealth, bui:t magnificent pai- 
aces, bought costly yachts, and made 
a gorgeous parade in society. Others in 
like positions have maintained estab- 
lishment#s such as might excite the envy 
even of princes. Others in like posi- 
tions have made themselves powers in 
Wall street and the arbiters of the 
money marketa, 

But Cal. Greene seemed to hold to the 
simple idea that he was merely a trus- 
tee for ether people and that as trus- 
tee, it was his duty to attend strictly 
to their business, and content himself 
with the moderate salary paid him for 
his services. Therefore, he declined to 
use his powers to make money for him- 
self by handling the money for other 
people. He set his face sternly against 
the extravagances and the abuses 
which grew up in the insurance busl- 
ness during his day.

PREPARING A REVOLUTION 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MEXICO CITY, Sept. 8.—The report is 
published here on apparently trust- 
worthy authority that agents of the Gua- 
temalan Government have discovered 
that large quantities of arms and am- 
munition have been shipped in bales of 
hay from the United States to the lead- 
ers of Guatemalan malcontents, who are 
in Mexico for the purpose of organizing 
a revolution against the existing govern- 
ment of Guatemala.
